NOW, THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 7 of the Coal Bearing Areas (Acquisition and 
Cevelopment) Act, 1957 (20 of 1957), the Central Government hereby gives notice of its intention to aquire the rights to mine, quarry 
bort.jdig and search for, win, work and carry away minerals in the lands measuring 9452.61 acres (approximately) or 3825,34 hectares

Note 1:—The plans of the area covered by this notification may be inspected in the Office of the Collector, Chandrapur (Maharashtra) 
or in the Office of the Coal Controller, 1, Council House Street, Calcutta or in the Office of the Western Coalfields Limited (Revenue Sec¬ 
tion), Bisesar House, Temple Road, Nagpur (Maharashtra).

in or over such land, to the Central Government, containing his recommendations on the objections, together with the record of the proce¬ 
edings held by him, for the decision of that Government. 

(3) For the purposes of this section a person shall be deemed to be interested in land who would be entitled to claim an interest in 
compensation if the land or any rights in or over such land were acquired under this Act.” 

Note 3:—The Coal Controller, 1, Council House Street, Calcutta, has ben appointed by the Central Government as the competent 
authority under the Act.
